To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray ‘Town charges for the year ensuing and make appro- 
priations of the same. 

Article 3. Yo see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the Abbie Greenleaf library, and for the salary 
of the Librarian. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to apply to the State for State aid and Trunk line aid 
and maintenance for our highways for the ensuing year; and to 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 

Article 5. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of highways and 
bridges for the year ensuing. 

‘To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial day and to choose an agent 
to expend the same.
